City Council Reviews Several Bills 
Before Maryland State Legislature 


In addition to governing the 
City of Greenbelt, the Greenbelt 
City Council lends or withholds 
support to or from county, state 
or federal legislation that impacts 
the lives of Greenbelt citizens. 
At its regular meeting on Febru- 
ary 28, council discussed several 
bills under consideration by state 
legislators as well as proposed 
federal budget cuts. 

Vehicular Manslaughter 

HB 363 would make it a mis- 
demeanor for someone to cause 
the death of another by operat- 
ing a vehicle in a criminally 
negligent manner. Greenbelter 
Leonie Penney was instrumental 
in bringing such legislation to the 
council’s attention early on, and 
the city in the past has supported 
similar legislation. 

Assistant City Manager David 
Moran said bills with similar in- 
tent in prior years have failed and 
he considers this one “an uphill 
battle.” Though some council-

members thought the bill should 
be stronger — that 1s, making the 
crime a felony rather than a mis- 
demeanor — the vote to support 
the bill was unanimous. 
Highway Lighting 

Another bill, HB 906, would 
set new standards for highway 
lighting so as to minimize light 
pollution, use energy-efficient 
lighting and require shields that 
focus the beam downward. The 
need for lighting that fails to 
meet these standards would have 
to be proven before being al- 
lowed. 

Delegate Alfred Carr, a spon- 
sor of the bill, has requested the 
city’s support. A similar bill last 
year, HB 196, failed to pass the 
House Environmental Matters 
Committee by one vote. Though 
HB 196 has been supported by 
the Maryland Municipal League 
(MML), the Maryland State 
Highway Administration (SHA), 
environmental groups and the 


City of Hyattsville and other mu- 
nicipal officials, Pepco testified 
against the bill at a hearing, giv- 
ing information that Carr called 
false in an email to Moran. 

However, the Pepco testimony 
led to safety concerns from the 
county’s sheriff and police chief. 
Such shielded lights, as called 
for in the legislation, are already 
in use by Montgomery County, 
the SHA and other jurisdictions, 
according to Carr’s email. 

Council voted unanimously to 
support the bill. 

Foreclosure Fees 

Two current bills address the 
priority of liens to require pay- 
ment of condominium or home- 
Owners’ association fees in a 
foreclosure and permit an asso- 
ciation to file a lien for collection 
of assessments. HB 631 would 
make a purchaser in a foreclosure 
sale jointly lable with the unit

GHI Board Explores Issues 


With Upgrades and Pilot Project 


Major items on the agenda for 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
board meeting of February 24 
included financing the planned 
community-wide upgrade and 
pilot project, the home inspec- 
tion policy and the policy on 
hoarding. Also discussed was a 
request from a member to con- 
sider adding electricity to rental 
garages. 

Five motions recommended 
by the finance committee were 
passed regarding financial aspects 
of the upgrade and pilot project. 
These will be reviewed at the 
next board meeting and then sent 
to members, who will have 30 
days to comment. 

Upgrades not covered by Re- 
placement Reserves will be paid 
for through grants, loans from 
lending institutions or loans from 
GHI reserves. Such GHI loans 
can be granted for principal and 
interest or for interest-only. Such 
principal and interest loan pay- 
ments will then be included with 
monthly co-op fees, with such 
costs then transferring to any new 
owner, as was done with homes

sold after rehab in the 1980s. 

Several conditions will apply 
to interest-only loans. A 10 per- 
cent processing fee will be added 
to the principal, the loan will 
have a higher interest rate to off- 
set the cost of using GHI money 
to cover the loan and the loan 
will be recorded (giving GHI a 
lien on the home). 

To be eligible for the interest- 
only loan, a member must have 
at least 50 percent equity in the 
home, per its assessed value. This 
loan must then be paid in full 
when the unit is sold or if the mu- 
tual ownership contract is changed. 

Pilot Project 

Members participating in the 
pilot project will begin paying for 
non-covered upgrades when loan 
payments for the community-wide 
upgrade begin or if (and when) 
GHI might decide not to pursue 
community-wide upgrades. If a 
pilot unit has a retrofit not select- 
ed for inclusion in the upgrade, 
it will be removed and replaced 
with the GHI-approved retrofit. 

If a unit has member-initiated 
upgrades that meet or exceed the

standards of the approved GHI 
upgrade, replacement may not 
be necessary. The situation will 
be determined on a case-by-case 
basis. 

The decision to allow mem- 
bers to opt out of certain up- 
grades will be made after results 
of the pilot program have been 
evaluated. A task force is being 
formed to make recommendations 
regarding upgrades to additions. 

Home Inspection 

The board also discussed 
home inspection policy, which 
will be sent to members in draft 
form as a flyer in the June issue 
of the GHI newsletter. After al- 
lowing members 30 days to com- 
ment, the matter will be placed 
on a board agenda for discussion 
and action. 

GHI is currently in a cycle 
of inspecting about 300 homes 
each year, focusing on the status 
of plumbing, electrical and heat- 
ing systems and general integ- 
rity of the home. The inspection 
does not include an evaluation of 
housekeeping practices. 

A policy on hoarding is still in 
draft status and may be presented 
for another review and action at 
the next board meeting. Mem- 
bers will receive copies of the 
draft policy with the June news- 
letter and will then be given 30 
days to submit comments. 

“This 1s an important policy,” 
said one attendee, a member who

Black History Month 


From Hawaii to Maryland 
Local Man’s Active Life

During the 
height of the 
Civil Rights 
Movement one 
day in 1965, 
sailor Walter 
Moody prepared 
to moor a U.S. 
Navy ship off 
the coast of Ha- 
wail. Rather 
than instruct- 
ing Moody to 
toss the A line 
over the bollard, 
the captain, us- 
ing the deroga- 
tory term for 
the thick, low post, told him to 
“throw it over the nigger head.” 
Instead of accepting the insult, 
Moody flung the line into the 
oily waters of the Pacific and 
stomped off. 

Of the 300 sailors, he was one 
of about nine black men aboard. 
As such, insults were common. 
Nevertheless, Moody, 64, has 
lived uncommonly. The Windsor 
Green resident has seen a lot of 
history and has made some, too. 

“You had to fight to make 
things better,” he said of his time 
in the Navy. “I’ve always spoken

my mind.” 

But not all was 
strife. While in 
the Navy, Moody 
became a 147-Ib. 
boxing champion. 
During his tour 
of duty, Moody 
and crew moni- 
tored the Rus- 
sian missile shoot 
landings in the 
Pacific from Mid- 
way Island, now 
a national wildlife 
refuge. 

Upon receiv- 
ing an honorable 
discharge in 1967, Moody trav- 
eled back across the ocean as 
a merchant marine transporting 
Koreans to three ports in Viet- 
nam to fight with the U.S. in the 
Vietnam War. 

A Cleveland, Ohio, native, 
Moody went home for a brief 
time and then enrolled at San 
Francisco City College, taking 
classes in black studies, Afri- 
can and Asian history and eco- 
nomics. Moody believed in the 
Black Panthers Party and “started

Council Approves Purchase 
Of Eight New Police Cars

Some Greenbelt police officers 
will soon be driving new Chevro- 
let Impalas, following Greenbelt 
City Council approval of the 
purchase of seven of this model 
at its regular meeting on Monday, 
February 28. 

The vehicles, which were in- 
cluded in the Fiscal Year 2011 
budget, will cost $164,260. That 
figure also includes one Chevrolet 
Tahoe with two-wheel drive for 
use as a K-9 vehicle. The cars 
will be purchased from Criswell 
Chevrolet. 

Budget Concerns 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
asked Captain Dan O’Neil, who 
was present at the meeting, if 
the vehicles were “desperately 
needed.” Putens said he was 
looking ahead to the upcoming 
budget, where the city would be 
challenged to find ways to save 
money. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and others said the 
need for the vehicles had been 
carefully assessed when they were 
included in the budget and had 
been determined a necessary ex- 
penditure. He noted that the 
vehicles they replace had been 
considered beyond their operating 
threshold 10 months ago when 
the new ones were budgeted; now 
they are 10 months older. 


Vehicle Concerns 

Putens then asked if all-wheel- 
drive SUVs would be a better 
option for winter driving. In 
response Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts said such vehicles are 
not meant for high-speed driving 
and he did not consider them safe 
for use as police vehicles. 

The two-wheel-drive Tahoe sits 
lower to the ground, he said, mak- 
ing it safer at high speeds. He 
also pointed out that four-wheel- 
drive vehicles are more expensive 
than those with two-wheel drive. 
O’Neil said the department al- 
ready has three mid-sized SUVs 
with four-wheel drive. 

Kelly Ivy addressed council, 
advocating for purchase of the 
Tahoe model for all eight replace- 
ment vehicles. To do less, he 
said, would be to “throw good 
money after bad.” He com- 
plained about the Chevy Impala 
in particular, saying many depart- 
ments do not like it, yet it is the 
only police vehicle now being 
made. 

He added that the gas mile- 
age difference between the two- 
wheel-drive Tahoe and the Impala 
is about 3 mpg and that if the 
load of equipment carried by

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owner for up to six months of 
the unpaid fees. 

HB 1246 establishes a lien 
priority for up to six months of 
such fees, giving the lien for 
association assessments priority 
over a first mortgage in some 
circumstances. Councilmember 
Edward Putens introduced a mo- 
tion to support both bills, which 
was passed unanimously without 
discussion, though a comment 
was heard that associations in 
Greenbelt East would be glad to 
see the bills enacted. 

Speed Monitoring 

Currently the law requires a 
sworn police officer to review 
and certify speed camera viola- 
tions. HB 664/SB 671 would 
allow a trained, authorized agent, 
including city employees and 
contract employees, as well as 
police officers, to issue such cer- 
tification. Mayor Judith Davis 
said MML supports this legisla- 
tion with an amendment, how- 
ever, that the authorized agent 
must represent the municipality 
and not the speed camera ven- 
dor. Council agreed to support 
the legislation with that amend- 
ment. 

Electricity Aggregation 

HB 987 would repeal cur- 
rent law preventing a county 
or municipality from acting as 
an electric aggregator unless 
the Public Service Commission 
makes a specified determination. 
The city council has for some 
time supported such legislation. 
Again, Putens offered a motion 
immediately and it was passed 
without discussion.

Federal Program Cuts 

Climate Communities, a co- 
alition of cities and counties 
aiming to educate federal polli- 
cymakers “about the essential 
role of local governments in 
addressing climate change and 


promoting a strong local-federal 
partnership to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions” (according to 
their website), seeks support 
from local governments for fed- 
eral sustainability programs. 

Among these are the Ener- 
gy Efficiency and Conservation 
Block Grants and the Clean 
Cities program from the De- 
partment of Energy; the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
Climate Showcase Communities 
initiative, HUD’s Sustainable 
Communities initiative; the De- 
partment of Transportation’s 
Transportation Investing Generat- 
ing Economic Recovery (TIGER) 
program, which supports public 
transportation projects and vari- 
ous transportation infrastructure 
projects; and the Economic De- 
velopment Assistance Global 
Climate Change Mitigation In- 
centive Fund of the Department 
of Commerce. 

Climate Communities calls 
funding for these programs, 
which it considers critical, in- 
vestments that create new jobs, 
more livable communities, pro- 
vide energy and financial savings 
and reduce carbon emissions. 

Davis said the city depends 
on such programs to accomplish 
things. She made the motion 
herself to send a letter of sup- 
port to Congressional delegates; 
Mayor Pro Tem Emmett Jordan 
provided a second. 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts asked to send a let- 
ter requesting cuts in funding 
for highway projects but Da- 
vis asked for names of specific 
projects. One suggestion was to 
cut the proposed million-dollar 
study to be conducted on the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
suggested that council discuss 
transportation cuts at its next 
meeting after obtaining more 
information on the proposed pro- 
grams to be cut. Council agreed 
and the motion to comply with 
the request from Climate Com- 
munities was unanimously ap- 
proved.

health and safety but also for re- 
lations between neighbors.” She 
felt a policy on hoarding that 
allows people other than mem- 
bers to report possible hoarding 
situations would protect neighbors 
from being placed in adversarial 
positions. 

Another member agreed with 
the need for a policy but did 
not want one allowing neigh- 


bors to “rat out” neighbors using 
vague or speculative charges. 
She hoped members would be 
required to base suspicions of 
hoarding on facts, observations or 
evidence-based concerns. 
Garage Electricity 
The issue of adding electric 
service to rental garages, which 
would allow use of all-electric 
vehicles, was raised by member 
Christopher Shuman. Among 
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issues discussed was the fact 
that not all members have rental 
garages. 

Board member Ed James will 
work with Shuman to assess 
members’ interest and to inves- 
tigate possible city plans for ac- 
commodating electric cars. Such 
cars are currently in limited sup- 
ply and it is believed no one in 
Greenbelt at this time has an all- 
electric car.

Police Well Regarded 


According to Survey 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment has recently released results 
of its 2010 Citizen Attitude and 
Opinion Survey. During the past 
year the department had asked for 
responses from 480 people (40 a 
month) who had been randomly 
selected from among persons 
stopped for minor traffic viola- 
tions or who had contacted the 
department to report an incident. 
The survey’s purpose was two- 
fold: to provide a report card on 
how officers had interacted with 
the public and to enable those 
in contact with the police an op- 
portunity to voice concerns about 
the department or issues within 
the community. 

The department received only 
94 responses (20%), however. 
Nevertheless, the report states 
that “while not scientific, the sur- 
vey is a legitimate tool to assess 
how the department is serving the 
community.” 

For the most part, respon- 
dents indicated a positive atti- 
tude toward the department. All 
found the officers contacted to 
have demonstrated a professional 
demeanor; 95% reported that 
communications specialists who 
handled their call had been po- 
lite. (Communications personnel 
can be necessarily abrupt when 
a call comes in during a police 
emergency.) 

Of all respondents, 83% had 
a positive opinion of the police 
officer involved and 87% had a 
positive opinion of the department. 
In a 2009 survey, 81% had had a 
positive opinion of the officer and 
79% of the department. 

Respondents who contacted 
the department to report an in- 
cident were even more positive 
about the competence of police 
personnel and the overall per- 
formance of the department, 
92% finding these attributes to 
be above average. As might be 
expected, not as many of those 
who had been involved in a 
traffic stop by Greenbelt Police 
were left with as positive an 
experience. Still, 75% of those 
had had a positive impression 
of the officer involved and 76% 
had had a positive impression of 
the department. Only 30% of 
those stopped received a citation; 
63% received warnings and 7% 
received repair orders. 

Comments 

Some respondents (21) com- 
mented about safety or security 
concerns, ranging from “overall, 
everything is OK,” to “I am 
concerned for my safety in the 
streets and in my home. My car 
has been broken into three times, 
my car has been stolen one time, 
my GPS stolen one time, my gar- 
den hose one time and my bike 
in the rear of the house.” 

Thirteen responded to a request 
for comments, suggestions or 
recommendations. They ranged 
from, “The Greenbelt Department 
does a great job,” to, “I gave the 
officer potential suspects and mo- 
tives but the officer never returned 
any of my calls, never called with 
follow up information or never re- 
turned any messages left for him.”

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Brainstorming Session Held 
On Sustainability for City

Energy and enthusiasm ran 
high among more than 20 at- 
tendees at a sustainability event at 
the Greenbelt Community Center 
on February 9. A well-stocked 
refreshment table was not getting 
much attention as people seemed 
more interested in lively conversa- 
tion than in brownies and cookies. 

Megan Hughes invited the 
group to participate in mobile 
sustainability planning as she 
gestured at colleagues stationed 
around the room. Standing be- 
fore large sheets of yellow paper 
tacked to the walls, about half a 
dozen members and supporters 
of the Greenbelt Advisory Com- 
mittee on Environmental Sustain- 
ability (GreenACES) stood ready 
to gather input on topics ranging 
from transportation to waste re- 
duction to land use. 

“You don’t have to be experts,” 
Hughes said. “If you flush to1- 
lets, take the trash out or go to 
work or school, you have ideas.” 
Participants gathered into small 
groups and began to move from 
station to station whenever a bell 
jingled to urge them on. 

This creative brainstorming 
event was a first for GreenACES, 
which has grown out of the city’s 
recycling advisory committee. 
The committee has been charged 
with developing recommendations 
for a comprehensive sustainability 
plan for the City of Greenbelt. 

After several years of regular 
meetings, the group is now em- 
phasizing community outreach, 
according to Matt Berres. Sport- 
ing the GHI cap he wears for his 
day job as head of the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. Maintenance Depart- 
ment, Berres said the GreenACES 
team wants to involve nonprofits, 
businesses, community associa- 
tions and other stakeholders. 

Stakeholders Input 

If those present that night are 
any indication, GreenACES will 
have plenty of input from stake- 
holders. The decibel level rose 
throughout the room as ideas 
freely flowed. Talk of growing 
food in Greenbelt’s public spaces, 
building more sidewalks and do- 
ing away with plastic bags and 
bottles mixed with larger discus- 
sions of habitat protection plans, 
weatherization programs and fleets 
of hybrid vehicles. 

Common themes within each 
of the environmental challenges 
were the importance of working 
with local merchants and the need 
for public education, particularly 
beyond GHI. “Other homeowner 
associations aren’t as good at 
communicating with residents,” 
opined one participant. 

Another common theme was 
the potential for working with 
houses of worship. Encouraging 
religious leaders to “green their 
sanctuaries” and to distribute ener- 
gy-efficient devices was put on the 
list, aS was turning church yards 
into organic community gardens. 

Lists on the yellow sheets grew 
as the evening progressed: “zero 
waste generation; curbside compost 
pickup; grow mushrooms in the for- 
est; and shared commercial parking 
lots.” Wandering between Water 
and Food Production, conversations 
ranged from, “I don’t even know 
what stormwater management is — 
just write erosion and gullies,” to, 
“the good news about global warm- 
ing is that soon we’ll be able to 
grow pecan trees up here.” 

At the transportation station, 


talk of bicycles, overpasses and 
sidewalks gave way to a conversa- 
tion about neighborhood relations. 
“How can we best connect all of 
the neighborhoods of Greenbelt?” 
asked one man. 

The evening itself seemed to 
be contributing to that goal, as 
several members of the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Coalition circulated 
from station to station, meeting 
neighbors and publicizing their 
upcoming conservation trainings. 

“T’m encouraged to see Green- 
belt East so well represented 
here,” said Mayor Pro Tem Em- 
mett Jordan, who attended the 
event. “It’s exciting to see Green- 
ACES moving ahead.” 

The evening was hosted by the 
Greenbelt Climate Action Net- 
work, which will host upcoming 
meetings on youth engagement, 
food sheds and interfaith activities.

From the national party distri- 
bution center on Fillmore Street, 
Moody ran a printing press, dis- 
seminated materials including the 
newspaper, fundraised and served 
as liaison between the party and 
the Soledad defense team hired 
to represent three black inmates 
accused of murdering a white 
prison guard at California’s Sole- 
dad Prison. 

Returned Home 

When members of the party 
whom Moody knew began get- 
ting killed and going missing, he 
decided to return home to con- 
tinue his grassroots work. At an 
East Cleveland church, Moody, a 
parish worker, helped members 


of the community pay their rent, 
keep the lights on and accompa- 
nied them to court. 

He expanded his reach at the 
People’s Church by counseling 
young people about the dan- 
gers of drugs and as a substitute 
teacher in the Cleveland public 
schools by publishing a pamphlet 
on the topic. Moody also con- 
tributed to the Community Action 
Against Addiction. 

In the 1980s Moody moved 
to the Washington area for 
teacher training that eventually 
lost funding; it was here that 
Moody’s grassroots experience 
was useful in reducing the mi- 
nority undercount as a com- 
munity service specialist at the 
Census Bureau. 

In addition to his community 
outreach work, Moody managed 
D.C.’s Watergate Hotel, the Psy- 
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chiatric Institute and the Martin 
Luther King Library as a building 
engineer. 

Retiring from the latter in 
2008 has allowed Moody to re- 
new his activism by campaigning 
for now-Greenbelt Mayor Pro 
Tem Emmett Jordan and reaching 
out to the community on behalf 
of Prince George’s Councilmem- 
ber Will Campos. 

Moody and his wife of 34 
years, Pamela, have three grown 
children: Imani, a former Peace 
Corp volunteer in Kenya; Robin, 
a Philadelphia Art Institute gradu- 
ate now prospective realtor; and 
Malik, who produces at the Na- 
tional Geographic. His family 
is very important to him as is 
the ability to use his voice to 
improve the community. 

“Politics” he says, “is part of 
my life blood.”

Elementary School Teacher 
Receives Board Certification

While most 
people would 
consider keeping 
a room full of 
kids under control 
a feat in itself, el- 
ementary school 
teachers actually 
try to keep them 
well behaved and 
teach them. 

But in addition 
to their difficult 
day jobs, some 
teachers also take 
on the arduous 
task of getting 
certified by the National Board 
for Professional Teaching Stan- 
dards (NBPTS) — teachers like 
Greenbelt Elementary School’s 
Stephanie Katz. 

“We are proud to have [Katz] 
as part of our staff,” said Green- 
belt Elementary School Principal 
Kimberly Seidel, who is also 
certified by the NBPTS. “The 
certification process 1s very rigor- 
ous. It’s meant to set you apart,” 
Seidel said. 

In 2010 Katz became the sec- 
ond teacher at Greenbelt El- 
ementary School to be certified, 
making her one of 246 elite edu- 
cators in Prince George’s County 
who have achieved this level of 
certification, according to the 
National Board Certified Teacher- 
Leadership Development Office 
for Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools. 

Requirements 

Over the course of a year 
Katz was required to complete a 
knowledge assessment, videotape 
some of her lessons and write 
four papers — each at least 12 
pages long — about her teaching 
and her impact as an educator. 
According to the NBPTS website, 
Katz’s work was then assessed 
by at least 12 intensively trained

teachers who were 
looking for “evi- 
dence of accom- 
plished teaching” 
based on NBPTS 
standards. 

“T spent like 
every weekend 
[writing] at Pane- 
ra,” said Katz, 
who hopes the 
hard work will pay 
off by making her 
students’ parents 
more confident 
about their chil- 
dren’s education. 

Born in Orlando, Fla., Katz 
has been teaching at Greenbelt 
Elementary for nine years. Cur- 
rently she teaches the fourth 
grade. Even though she now 
finds herself among the ranks of 
the nation’s top educators, Katz 
admits that she did not always 
want to be a teacher. What she 
says started her down the teach- 
ing path was a volunteer position 
at an elementary school in her 
home state. 

“Tt was just fun. It didn’t re- 
ally seem like work,” Katz said 
of the volunteer experience, at- 
tributing her affinity for teaching 
to a naturally helpful personality. 

Katz says she likes teaching 
young children because “they’re 
capable of learning something 
new basically every moment of 
the day.” Katz also said she 
likes fourth graders specifically 
because “most of them still love 
their teacher.” 

Katz is engaged to be mar- 
ried in the fall, after which she 
will be known to her students as 
Mrs. Sheiman. And while spell- 
ing Sheiman may be harder for a 
9-year-old than Katz, her students 
will have one of the few National 
Board certified teachers in the 
county to help them sort it out.

GMS Hosts Community Center Art Show
